The  rate  for 
the  barracks  fdr  board  and  lodging  is  $1.75  per 
day  jTor  each  individual.  If  a  family  comes  and 
occupies  places  in  the  barracks,  the  rate  will  be 
II. 00  for  children  from  five  to  ten  years  of  age. 
If  h  family  desires  to  stay  in  a  tent,  we  can 
fuml-ih  tent  and  cots  and  the  rate  will  be  $1.00 
a  dak  for  children  from  five  to  ten  and  $1.60  for 
rr'>Wn-upa.  This  of  course  includes  board  in  the 
rrpipar  dining  room.  All  people  who  attend  this 
assembly  will  furnish  bed  linens  and  towels. 

W-  sec  very  much  interested  in  making  this 
asM^nbly  a  great  success,  and  we  are  giving  it 
our  iwrsonal  attrntion.  The  young  people  whp 
comb  will  he  offered  privileges  of  the  campus  for 
all  kind*  of  games  and  our  piers  for  bathing.

LOAD  AND  BURDEN 


All  more  snd  more  evident  that  a  real  study  oi  me 
**  Bible  is  the  best  paying  investment  of  time  and 
energy,  tliat  one  con  make.  Much  lies  upon  the 
surface  of  th«>  Book,  but  much  more  under  the 
surface.  This  is  one  of  the  many  proofs  of  Its 
divine  origin.  Many  of  the  so-called  contradic- 
len  tions  of  the  Bible  become  very  helpful  and  In- 
sve  structive  paradoxes  or  comparisons.  The  words 
us-  Load  and  Burden  at  the  head  of  this  article  will 
sus  furnish  such  a  comparison  which  in  the  King 
James  version  appear  as  a  contradiction. 

in  the  last  chapter  of  his  letter  to  the  Galatians 
Paul  says,  ‘‘Bear  ye  one  another’s  burdens  ,  anil 
a  few  verses  further  on  he  says,  according  to  the 
old  version,  “Each  one  shall  bear  hi*  own  bur¬ 
dens”.  Now  such  a  statement  of  necessity  sets 
you  thinking,  possibly  to  investigating^  And 
then  if  you  turn  to  the  American  revised  Bible 
you  will  find  that  in  the  margin  instead  of  saying 
each  one  shall  bear  his  own  burden,  it  Is  trans¬ 
lated,  “Each  one  shall  bear  his  own  load”,  which 
is  a  decided  improvement  and  is  a  more  accurate 
rendering.  There  is  a  distinction  with  a  dif¬ 
ference. 

What  is  the  difference  between  a  load  and  a 
burden?  It  does  not  take  a  Solomon  to  see  that,

Certainly  some  of  the  most  outstanding  men 
for  great  tmefulness  In  the  Kingdom  of  God  have 
baan  those  who  before  conversion  were  notorious¬ 
ly  wicked.  You  may  begin  with  Saul  of  Tarsus 
and  eome  all  the  way  down  to  the  head  of  the 
Water  Street  Mission  in  New  York.  Some  of  the 
world's  greatest  evangelists  and  missionaries  have 
baan  men  who  were  rescued  as  brands  from  the 
burning,  and  made  a  flaming  torch  to  show  the 
way  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ.  The  list  does 
not  need  to  be  enumerated  here;  each  one  who  is 
familiar  with  the  Christian  work  of  the  past  can 
make  his  own  list.  Paul  speaks  of  himself  as 
the  chief  of  sinners;  and  thought  of  himself  as 
asm  lad  aa  a  captive  at  the  chariot  wheel  of  the 
victorious  Christ,  that  Jesus  might  have  living 
proof  and  demonstration  of  his  great  power  in 
salvation. 

Thors  are  two  lessons  we  ougnt 
the  truth  above  spoken.

Scripture  Lesson — Mark  1:1-12.  1

Golden  Text— "Thou  art  my  be-  < 

loved  Son,  in  thee  I  am  well  pleased.”  < 
Mark  1:11. 

John,  the  forerunner  of  Jesus,  was 
called  the  Baptizer.  The  distinctive 
mark  of  his  vocation  was  his  bap¬ 
tism.  He  said  he  was  sent  to  bap¬ 
tize.  (John  1:33.) 

Mark  dates  the  beginning  of  the 
gospel  from  John's  first  appearance 
on  the  banks  of  the  river  Jordan. 
The  circumstances  recorded  by  Mat¬ 
thew;  and  Luke,  pertaining  to  the 
birth  of  Jesus,  and  of  John  are 
passed  over  by  Mark.  Whether  Mark 
knewj  of  these  circumstances  one  can 
hardly  say  for  certain.  It  is  imma¬ 
terial. 

The  beginning  of  the  mighty  king¬ 
dom  movement  as  it  appeared  on 
the  field  of  history,  forms  the  topic 
of  Mark's  book,  “The  beginning  of 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  the  Son 
of  God.”  (Ver.  1:1.)  The  word 
"gosper’  means  good  news,  glad  tid¬ 
ings  about  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God.  These  names  are  all  signifi¬ 
cant,  Jesus,  the  personal  name, 
Christ  the  anointed  one,  and  his  offi¬ 
cial,  "Son  of  God”,  denoted  his 
unique  relation  to  God.  The  anoint¬ 
ed  in  of  God,  came  during  the  in- 
terbihlical  period,  to  be  applied  to 
the  Messianic  King,  for  whom  Israel 
had  longed  with  waiting  expectancy 
through  centuries  of  her  history. 
Prophetic  forecasts,  types,  shadows, 
symbols,  ceremonies,  and  sacrificial 
performances  now  find  in  this  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  good  news,  their  re¬ 
alisation  and  their  end. 

"Even  as  It  is  written  in  Isaiah  the 
'  prophet.  Behold  I  send  my  messen¬ 
ger  before  thy  face,  who  shall  pre¬ 
pare  thy  way;  the  voice  of  one  cry¬ 
ing  In  the  wilderness,  make  ye  ready 
the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths 
straight.”  (Ver.  2-3.)  This  quota¬ 
tion  is  credited  to  Isaiah,  but  it  is 
comfesite.  The  first  two  verses  are 
from  Malachi  3:1.  The  remaining 
are  from  Isaiah  40:3.  The  meaning  in 
Malachi  is  that  because  of  the  cor¬ 
ruption  of  the  priest  and  the  people, 
God  |a  preparing  to  visit  them  in 
Judgment,  and  sends  his  prophet 
Malachi  to  wam  them  of  his  com¬ 
ing  That  of  Isaiah  is  a  summons 
to  make  ready  the  roads  before  Je¬ 
hovah,  who  is  leading  his  people 
back  home  from  their  Babylonian 
captjvity.  Mark  gives  the  words  a 
higher  application  and  applies  them 
to  the  preparatory  work  of  John  the 
Baptist,  who  was  sent  as  a  messen¬ 
ger  |o  prepare  the  way  for  the  com¬ 
ing  f>f  the  Messianic  King.  The  na¬ 
ture:  of  this  preparation  Mark  gives 
in  brief  and  pungent  form. 

“John  came,  who  baptized  in  the 
wilderness  and  preached  the  baptism 
of  repentance.  And  there  went  out 
untd  him  all  the  country  of  Judea 
and  all  they  of  Jerusalem,  and  they 
were  baptized  of  him,  in  the  river 
Jordan  confessing  their  sins.”  (Vers. 
4-5.)  The  account  of  John’s  min¬ 
istry  is  much  more  extensive  in  Mat¬ 
thew  and  Luke  than  in  Mark.  Both 
Mattthew  and  Luke  accounts  should 
be  read  in  connection  with  Mark.

There 
was  an  intending  crisis  which  could 
be  met  a(one  by  a  complete  break 
with  theirjsinful  past,  t'here  must  be 
a  complete  change  of  attitude  in 
mind  and  peart  and  Ufa.  This  change 
must  corn!  of  their  conviction  of  the 
enormity  of  their  personal  life.  Their 
repentance  was  a  chanjge  of  attitude 
or  disposition  toward  (heir  past,  be¬ 
cause  the;  past  was  all  wrong.  So 
they  repented,  they  confessed  their 
sins  in  baptism.  Thrpugh  baptism 
they  symbolized  theij-  break  with 
the  past.  Their  verb  c  confession 
was  not  feough,  but  :as  they  were 
submerge^  beneath  thq  waters  of  the 
Jordan  and  rose  agairi  they  set  the 
seal  of  genuineness  on  their  repen¬ 
tance.  Repentance  is  inoj  simply  a 
break  with  the  past.  It  is  more  than 
negative,  more  than  ceasing  to  do 
evil.  It  is  more  than  a!  turning  away 
from  a  sinful  past,  out  a  turning  to 
a  life  of  righteousness!  Their  emerg¬ 
ence  from  the  water*  of  baptism, 
marked  a  new  point  of!  departure  and 
pledged  them  to  a  life  of  loyal  ad¬ 
herence  to  the  requirements  of  the 
new  order  which  was  at  hand.  The 
repentanae  sot  forth  in.  baptism  guar¬ 
anteed  the  remission  j  of  their  sins. 
The  purpose  of  repentance  set  forth 
in  the  outward  act  of  baptism,  was 
to  secure  forgiveness  [of  sins.

banks  of  the  Jordan  to  seek  baptism  >t 
at  the  hands  of  John 

“And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  thoas  I 
days,  that  Jesus  came  from  Nazareth  i 
of  Galilee  and  was  baptised  of  John  ' 
in  the  Jordan.  And  straightway  com  i 
ing  up  out  of  the  water,  he  saw  the  i 
heavens  rent  asunder;  and  the  Spirit 
as  a  dove  descending  upon  him;  and  i 
a  voice  came  out  of  the  heavens  i 
Thou  art  my  beloved  Son  in  thee  I 
am  well  pleased."  (Vers.  9-10-lH 
The  Baptism  of  Jesus  leaves  so 
doubt  as  to  the  form  of  the  act.  It 
was  an  immersion,  submergence  and 
emergence,  going  under  and  rising 
out  of.  Mark  gives  us  no  account  of 
John's  hestitancy  to  baptise  Jesus  as 
in  Matt.  3:14-15.  John  was  so  pc»- 
foundly  impressed  with  the  superi¬ 
ority  of  the  wonderful  personality  »f 
this  new  applicant  for  baptism  at  his 
hands,  that  he  exclaimed  with  be¬ 
coming  reverence,  “I  have  need  to  be 
baptized  of  thee."  Jesus  set  aside 
the  scruples  of  John  with  one  simple 
declaration.  "Suffer  it  to  be  so  now 
for  this  it  becometh  us  to  fulfill  all 
righteousness.”  To  carry  out  every 
requirement  of  God  in  the  beginning 
of  this  life-work  and  age-long  move 
ment  was  eminently  fitting  of  both 
John  and  Jesus.  All  that  Jesus  meant 
by  the  fulfillment  of  all  righteous¬ 
ness  in  the  baptismal  act  afford* 
ample  ground  for  speculation,  and 
the  ground  has  been  occupied  by 
writers  and  speakers  theorising  ten¬ 
dencies  but  it  is  well  to  have  the 
simple  statement  to  Uke  care  of  it¬ 
self,  with  the  thought  that  Jesus 
would  give  the  fullest  homage  to 
every  ordinance  of  God  to  the  end 
that  we  may  walk  in  his  footsteps  in 
the  spirit  of  humble  obedience  to  the 
will  of  God. 

The  Baptism  of  Jesus  marks  the 
beginning  of  a  new  epoch  In  the  life 
of  our  Lord.  The  disclosure  of  his 
Messiaship  to  John  following  the 
emergence  from  the  waters  of  the 
Jordan,  confirmed  John’s  convictions 
as  to  the  majesty  of  one  whom  he 
baptized  with  hesitancy. 

“And  straightway  coming  up  out 
of  the  water,  he  saw  the  heavens 
rent  asunder,  and  the  Spirit  of  God 
descending  upon  him.”  The  vision  of 
the  heavens  rending  asunder  and  the 
coming  of  the  Spirit  upon  him  was 
seen  by  John,  (see  John  1:32-34) 
probably  by  none  others.  The  form 
of  the  dove  that  descended  and  abode 
i  upon  him  was  the  spirit  of  the  God 
f  of  Israel.  The  activities  of  the  spirit 
r  in  his  conception,  and  the  guidance 
t  of  his  life  until  his  sacred  humanity 
reached  the  stage  of  perfect  raan- 
f  hood,  did  not  qualify  him  for  the 
,  Messianic  work  upon  which  he  enter- 
e  ed  after  his  baptism.  The  Spirit 
J  descended  upon  him  and  abode  with 
t  him.

Dr.  Lipsey  writes  that  he  would  like 
to  have  two  columns  a  week.
